,n 1942 on accident caused a blood clot in G arrison Siskin's leg. Three surgeons told him 
they would have to am putate, gave him only a 50 per cent chance of recovery. G arrison 
spent one whole night praying. He says, "I promised G od, if I recovered, I would devote 
the rest of my life to helping people. I consider this a contract." The leg healed. There 
w as no amputation. 
Garrison's brother Mose, his partner in a steel scrap business, was moved by G arrison's 
faith to work with him on his covenant with G od . They started simply, helping a fam ily 
m ade homeless by fire, helping a sick child, helping most anyone truly in need. O ut of 
this modest beginning has arisen a $4,000,000 rehabilitation center in their home town 
of Chattanooga, Tenn. A large part of this has been m ade possible from the profits of 
the Siskins' business. 
The Center has a non-denominational chapel, a building serving religious, cultural and 
educational groups, as well as the rehabilitation building. To the Center come the blind, 
the lame and other physically and mentally handicapped. None is turned aw ay because 
o f inability to pay. Thousands have been helped since ihe Center opened in 1955. 
The Siskins are extending the scope of the Center through the 365 Club, whose members 
contribute a penny a day. Garrison c6lls the Center Operation Crossroads, because it is 
the crossroads for those who pass through from a life of despair and pain to one of hope 
and fulfillment.

WAS BU RN ED UP 
By last May Kennedy was so 
burned up he told a news confr- 
nce: 
"It isn't 
ifflciilt 
to 
say 
you 
shouldn't do this or that, and at 
the same time some countries do 
not play as active a role as we’ve 
been willing to play in an attempt 
to work this out." 
Just a few days before. Score- 
tary of Defense Robert S. Mc­ 
Namara had taken a swipe a| this 
country’s NATO allies for not 
meeting their agreements in pro- j 
viding forces for the alliance 
The United States had 400.000 
troops 
in 
West 
Germany, 
the 
British only 51.000, and De Gaulle, 
busy with a war in Algeria, had 
his troops there. NATO is sup­ 
posed to have 30 divisions, it has 
only 24 
WAS M IF F E D ANYWAY 
De Gaulle was miffed at the 
United States anyway. He’s try­ 
ing to make France a 
nuclear 
power 
and 
the 
United 
States 
wouldn't share its atomic know­ 
how with him. 
The United States promised to 
put five of its Polaris missile sub­ 
marines into the NATO defense, 
but under American command— 
although under the technical con­ 
trol of NATO. 
This country wasn’t happy at 
the thought of its various NATO 
partners eventually all having nu­ 
clear forces of their own So last 
November it suggested an inte. 
grated European 
nuclear force 
within the NATO framework. 
WOULD BE BLOW 
This would be a blow to De 
Gaulle's ambitions for a strictly 
French 
nuclear 
striking 
force. 
Kennedy was still bothered by the 
NATO partners’ failure to put 
their share of conventional forces, 
like troops, into NATO. 
He said so in his televised inter­ 
view in December. He said the six 
American divisions in NATO are 
the best equipped and "they can 
fight tomorrow, which is not true 
of most of the other units " 
Then, reviewing all this country’ 
has done over 15 years to help 
Western Europe with men, money 
and weapons, he said “I think it is 
a fantastic story." 
O FFERED POLARIS 
Americans felt the NATO forces 
were so understrength they would 
have trouble blunting even a mod 
erate Soviet attack. 
But it was also in December 
that Kennedy offered both the 
British and the French Polaris 
missiles. They'd have to make 
their own nuclear warheads for 
them. The British bought the idea. 
Not the French. 
De Gaulle said that would take 
some thinking. 
Still up in the air was the idea 
if a multinational nuclear defense 
in 
Europe. 
Meanwhile, 
Britain 
wanted to get into the European 
Common 
Market 
with 
France, 
Italy, West Germany, Belgium, 
Luxembourg and the Netherlands. 
EUROPE POR EUROPEANS 
Then De Gaulle let go: 
He 
wanted no part of the American 
idea of a multinational nuclear de­ 
fense, he didn’t want the Polaris 
missiles, and he didn't want Brit­ 
ain in the Common Market. In 
effect, what he said was: 
He 
wanted a Europe for the Europe­ 
ans. 
This also, in effect, said he con­ 
sidered the British outsiders. It 
could even be taken to mean he 
wanted the United States to get 
its troops out of Europe although 
France couldn’t even defend itself 
against Russian attack without 
U.S. help. 
Kennedy in a news conference 
last week snapped at De Gaulle. 
And 
Wednesday 
British 
Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan took 
a hard poke at him without men­ 
tioning him by name. 
OTHERS BU RN ED UP 
The Belgians, the Italians and 
the West Germans were burned 
up at the frenchman. The French 
sat pat. The United States put on 
the air that things would work 
out. The British didn't know what 
was going to happen.
